The consternation of the Tuxedo 
Park colony at this state of affairs 
was enhanced by the fact that a 
holographic will had been offered 
for probate in Goshen before Sur- 
rogate Charles E. Taylor, by which 
Mrs. Foster, who died July 14 at an 
advanced age without leaving any 
close relatives, bequeathed her en- 
tire estate, estimated at $1,000,000 
or more, to be divided equally by 
Miss Olsen and Lowe. 

The will, which was executed 
Sept. 10, 1932, and was offered for 
probate by former Justice Hum- 
phrey J. Lynch of the Supreme 
Court and Natalie F. Couch, presi- 
dent of the Rockland County Bar 
Association and clerk of the As- 
sembly, names the Central Han- 
over Bank and “Mr. Fay of that 
bank” as executors.

UNCONSCIOUS NEARBY 


Found on East Side Road— 
Note Says ‘Please Bury 
Us Together.’ 


The, body of a young woman, 


lying beside an 


road, near the eastern outskirts of 
East St. Louis, were found at 7 a. 
m. today by a WPA crew. 

The woman was Violet Sanders, 


25 years old, a divorcee, formerly of 
Mount Vernon, IIL, who lived -at 
1722A Cleveland avenue, East St. 
Louis. The man was Theodore 
Weber, 46, her night-life compan- 
ion, owner until yesterday of the 
dairy farm where he lived at 1045 
North Seventy-first street, outside 
the city limits. A mortgage on the 
farm was foreclosed yesterday. 

Weber, stupefied by some drug, 
was still unconscious when he was 
taken to St. Mary’s Hospital. He 
is expected to recover. A note in his 
hat indicated that he had under- 
taken, either by agreement or on 
his own motion, to kill the young 
woman and himself. It read: 

“Please bury us together, as Vio- 
let has no insurance.” 

A bullet had been fired into the 
woman's head, apparently from the 
automatic pistol which was in Web- 
er’s pocket. She had been beaten 
on the head with the pistol, and a 
sleeve, torn from Weber’s shirt, was 
knotted about her neck. 

An empty bottle bore a label of 
a remedy for horse colic. Another 
bottle, filled with chloroform, was

Chinese Use Dummy Stovepipe 
Cannon to Fool Japanese 


Leave Them to Be Demolished by Daylight 
Bombardment While Howitzers Fired 
During Night Are Withdrawn. 


(Copyright, 1937.) 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 3.—Japanese 
military men disclosed yesterday 
that they had solved the mystery 
of the Chinese batteries which were 
reappearing after they had been lo- 
cated and apparently demolished 
by Japanese bombardments. These 
batteries were in Pootung, across 
the Whangpoo River from Shang- 
hai, in the vicinity of the Chenju 
radio station and in other sectors. 

A Japanese officer found that it 
was the practice of the Chinese to 
put their howitzers into position un- 
der cover of darkness and fire 
away throughout the night, during 
which the locations of the guns 


were carefully marked by Japanese 
scouting planes, 

Before dawn the Chinese removed 
their batteries, but left behind in 
the locations where they had op- 


‘erated wooden guns, or sections of 


stovepipe. These were shelled into 
demolition through the daylight 
hours, and the Japanese were as- 
tonished on several occasions to 
discover the -batteries operating 
again after nightfall. 

The Japanese admit that another 
source of exasperation is artillery 
fire from a Chinese armored train, 
which is hidden in a tunnel] through 
daylight hours and steams at night 
within range of the Japanese posi- 
tions in Northern Shanghai. Its 
shells have caused extensive dam- 
age in the Hongkew (Japanese) 
district.

SOVIET’S LARGE DEFENSE 
LOAN OVER-SUBSCRIBED 


Nearly 5 Billion Rubles Raised In- 
stead of 4 Billions Sought, 
Officials Announce,

MOSCOW, Sept. 3.—Over-sub- 
scription of the Soviet’s four billion 
ruble defense loan was reported 
today. Officials said subscriptions 
totaled 4,950,807,000 rubles and that 
the lists ‘were closed. 

The Government offered the 
bonds July 1 at 4 per cent interest. 
The announced purpose of the loan 
was “consolidation of national de- 
fense.”

JAPAN'S NAVY 
WARNS CHINA 
OF REPRISALS 
AT SHANGHAI 


Day-Long Offensive That 
Stemmed Invader’s Drive 
on City to Bring Punitive 
Action, Fleet Comman- 
der Declares. 


SHELLS AGAIN FALL 
IN FOREIGN QUARTER 


French Tell Both Sides to 
Cease Firing While U. S. 
Citizens and Others Go 
Down River—Evacuation 
Resumed. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, Sept. 4.—(Saturday.) 
—The Imperial Japanese Third 
Fieet, proclaimed today stern puni- 
tive action to “terminate Chinese 
activities in Shanghai,” after a 
smashing counter-offensive by the 
Chinese had shifted the warfare 
back to the city proper, and had 
halted Japan’s long-expected big 
push. 

The warning said merely that the 
Chinese activities would be sum- 
marily terminated and that Japa- 
nese objectives would be fur 
thered.” 

It came after a day-long bom- 
bardment that exposed the heart 
of the foreign quarter to some of 
its gravest dangers since the fight- 
ing began here Aug. 13. Shells fell 
in the International Settlement. 

The battle surged on early this 
morning, somewhat lessened in in- 

. Flames roared through 
scattered districts. 

All day yesterday, Chinese big 
guns and machine-gun . nests 
sprayed shells and bullets on Jap- 
anese warships and troop trans- 
ports, eight transports fled down- 
stream. 

100 Americans Evacuated. 

French authorities gave a blunt 
notice that they expected both 
sides to curb hostilities during evac- 
uation of 650 French and American 
refugees. 

The United States supply ship 
Gold Star ran a gauntlet of shell 
fire to evacuate about 100 wives 
and children of American Marines, 
The ship sailed for Kobe, Japan, 
It was the first American refugee 
ship to leave since the accidental 
bombing of the Dollar Liner Presi- 
dent Hoover Monday. 

A one-pound anti-aircraft shell 
struck the roof of the Second 
United States Marine barracks but 
failed to explode. A heavy artillery 
projectile burst at the Bund and 
Peking road, wounding 11 persons, 
and two others crashed near the 
famous Shanghai race track, injur- 
ing a British volunteer and two 
Chinese. One of these shells fell 
next to the Italian Consulate. 
Shrapnel sprayed a wide area of 
the foreign quarter, including a sec- 
tion containing the British Consu- 
late and the river zone where the 
United States cruiser Augusta is 
anchored. Six Chinese were wound- 
ed in the French Concession before 
authorities closed the Bund and 
waterfront to traffic. 

Chinese gunners scored three di- 
rect hits on the Japanese consulate, 
seriously wounding three Japanese 
consular police and one Japanese 
newspaper man. Manv Japanese 
bluejackets on shore and ship were 
killed or wounded. 

Shells Scream Over Augusta. 
By dusk, six Japanese warships 
had steamed up from Woosung to 
reinforce the harried Idzumo off 
the Garden Bridge, at the end of 
the Bund. 

An anti-torpedo net was thrown 
out around a 25,000-ton transport 
which had been the principal tar- 
get of Chinese machine gunners 
across the Whangpoo River. While 
the Chinese continued to pepper 
the decks of the warships, the Jap- 
anese were unable to reply effec- 
tively because the American flag- 
ship Augusta and other craft were 
in the range of fire. 

A Japanese naval spokesman an- 
nounced that Japanese ships would 
fire across the foreign naval con- 
tingent lying in the Whangpoo in 
punitive bombardment of Chinese 
artillery positions. 

Two three-inch Chinese shells 
screamed overhead only 100 feet 
above the -Augusta and then 
sprayed out in a cone of steel as 
they burst in the air within 300 
feet of the flagship. 

Pootung Again in Flames. 

A preliminary count at Japanese 
buildings north of Soochow Creek 
showed 35 Japanese had been killed 
and wounded in addition to numer 
ous casualties on board the trans- 
ports and warships, which were the 
main Chinese targets.

Cabinet today approved an emer- 
gency war budget of more than 
$600,000,000 to push the undeclared 
war between China and Japan.

HENDAYE, French-Spanish Bor- 
der, Sept. 3—Both the Spanish Gov- 
ernment and insurgents claimed 
victory today in a major battle of 
the struggle for domination of the 
Aragon front in the northeast. 

Together, the contradictory re- 
ports filled in a graphic picture of 
combat centered on a huge circu- 
lar battlefield, in a region of dried 
lakes about 12 miles south of Zara- 
goza, or midway between that in- 


surgent stronghold and Govern- 
ment-beleaguered Belchite. 

Insurgent reports reaching the 
French border said a co-ordinated 
counter-offensive had smashed Gov- 
ernment lines in the Belchite sector 
and that the Madrid-Valencia forces 
had been put to disordered flight. 

Dynamiting Way Into Town. 

Government reports from Va- 
lencia asserted, on the other hand, 
that the siege ring at Belchite had 
held fast yesterday and that Gov- 
ernment shock troops were already 
dynamiting their way house-to- 
house into the center of the town. 

The Valencia advices told of an 
insurgent counter-attack 14 miles 
north of Belchite, supported by 
massed artillery and bombing and 
machine gunning planes. They said 
the attack had failed to disperse 
the Government militiamen who 
blocked the insurgents’ path to Me- 
diana, 

The insurgent reports told of 
large scale use of infantry, artillery, 
tanks, aviation and cavalry to 
attack a Government salient be- 
tween Zaragoza and Belchite and 
asserted the salient had. been 
smashed. | 

Under the command of a Gen. 
Ponte, the insurgents started their 
drive at dawn yesterday Weneath 
a curtain of artillery fire.

Rebels Say Loyalists Fell ack. 

Government artillerymen returned 
the heavy bombardment,  where- 
upon insurgent tanks movedup be- 
hind the infantrymen.

Await- 
ing the final signal to charge, the 
insurgents watched a squa?gron of 
bombing planes drop cargoes of 
explosives on the Government lines. 
Then the insurgents drove quickly 
forward, and, according to their 
own reports, forced a Government 
retreat for about four miles. 

Gen. Francisco Franco, che in- 
surgent chief, asserted in his offi- 
cial communique that the Govern- 
ment had suffered heavy losses. 

The communique also reported 
progress in the Biscayan campaign 
in the north and scattered fighting 
on the southern front. In the latter 
area, it said, 400 Government 
soldiers were killed near Penarroya. 

Government sources declafed an 
insurgent cavalry squadron was 
surrounded by two troops of Gov- 
ernment horsemen south of Zara- 
goza.

Evacuation of 300,000 More Madrid 
Residents Proposed. 

MADRID, Sept. 3-—The evacua- 
tion of 300,000 more Madrid resi- 
dents is planned by the end of the 
year, Mayor Rafael Henche de la 
Plata said today. 

“Three hundred thousand already 
have been evacuated or have left 
voluntarily but many others have 
come in, so the city today has just 
about normal its population of 1,- 
000,000,” the Mayor said. 

To get 300,000 out by Dec. 31, he 
added, an average of 2500 persons 
must be removed daily. Because 
the railroad line to Valencia crosses 
insurgent territory the refugees 
will be carried in busses. 

The evacuation will be concen- 
trated on six classes of persons in 
the former capital, the Mayor said: 
Government employes still working 
in Madrid; families of Government 
employes already in Valencia, the 
temporary capital; Government 
pensioners; all prisoners; insurgen< 
sympathizers and all prostitutes. 

The insurgent sympathizers—per- 
sons who have committed no overt 
acts against the Government but 
whose disaffection is known— 
will not be taken as prisoners, it 
was explained, but merely com- 
pelled to move to other places where 
they would remain at liberty but 
under surveillance. 

“With 300,000 persons removed 
and the new Madrid-Valencia rail- 
way expected to be completed by 
Jan. 1, we believe we will be able 
to feed the remaining population 
through the winter,” he said. 


Insurgent Band Seizes Spanish 
Ship Loaded With Planes. 

BONE, Algeria, Sept. 3. — A band 
of Spanish insurgents said to have 
come from Algiers seized the Span- 
ish Government freighter Marnegro 
while it lay at anchor and escaped 
with the vessel. 

The Marnegro was loaded with 
tanks and planes consigned _ to 
Valencia from Odessa and was 
lying in the French colonial port 
awaiting orcers to proceed toward 
Spain. Most of the crew was ashore 
and the pirates had little difficulty 
in overpowering the others. 

One report said the captain vf the 
freighter co-operated with the in- 
surgents whom he had met at Al- 
giers. 


Spanish Government Submarine 

Reports it Was Hit by Bombs. 

BORDEAUX, France, Sept. 3.— 
The French dispatch boat Vau- 
quois established a precautionary 
watch today over the Spanish Gov- 
ernment submarine C 4 after the 
undersea craft had applied to 
French authorities for “urgent re- 
pairs” because it was “struck by 
bombs.” 

The vessel arrived yesterday at 
the port of Le Verdon. The Cap- 
tain did not give details of the 
bomb damage, but said no one was

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Gulf Ship Sailor Swims 
25 Miles to Save Nine

PANAMA CITY, EFla., Sept. 3— 
The story of a heroic 25-hour swim 
through choppy seas with the news 
of a steamship wreck was told to- 
day while Coast Guardsmen con- 
tinued, with little hope, a search for 
15 missing members of the crew of 
the freighter Tarpon. 


The hunt, started after Addley 
Baker, 25-year-old M’ bile (Ala.) oil- 
er, swam to shore, resulted in the 
rescue of nime survivors of the crew 
of 29. Two Negroes drifted ashore 
on floating wreckage. The rescuers 
recovered two bodies, including that 
of Capt. W. G. Barrow, veteran 
skipper who was making his 1735th 
trip with the Tarpon when it foun- 
dered early Wednesday, 20 miles off 
East Pass in the Gulf of Mexico. 
The other body was that of W. H. 
Russell, second mate. 


arms,” said Baker in a hospital bed 
in recounting how he covered the 
25 miles to shore seeking help, 
“then I’d float for a while and 
swim some more. The water was 
cold and I wondered if I could 
reach shore. 

“I thought of my wife mostly. And 
I thought of my shipmates. I 
wondered if help had come _. to 
them.” 


Vessel’s Pumps Failed. 


Baker said the Tarpon had run 
into heavy water late Tuesday and 
the freighter had been’ shipping 
seas for hours before the pumps 
failed. He donned a life preserver 
and fought his way to the deck as 
the ship listed to the pounding of 
the waves, then: 

“She turned over and we grabbed 
whatever we could. The rigging 
caught me and carried me and Chief 
Engineer William C. McKnight 
about four feet under. I fought my 
way up and grabbed a plank. 
“The others were struggling in 
the water. Some Negroes began 
singing or praying, i couldn’t tell 
which. 

“I held on to my plank for over 
an hour. Near me was Cecil Smith, 
another oiler (later rescued). I told 
him I saw land and was going to 
swim for it. He said to wait, the 
ship would be missed and the Coast 
Guard would rescue us. But I 
struck out.” 

First Word of Wreck. 


He came ashore and told the 
story that sent the Coast Guard 
cutter Triton to ‘he scene. The 
survivors were taken off the 
wreckage to which they had clung 
for 36 hours.

“The skipper said ‘we can save 
her,’ but it was too late. I headed 
her for the beach. When I saw 
she was gone I rushed topside and 
cut two of the lifeboats loose just 
as she went down by the stern. The 
second mate was with me but I 
never saw him again after she went 
down, 

“The Chief Engineer and I were 
thrown into the water. We man- 
aged to climb on a hatch cover. 
As we drifted we came close to 
Capt. Barrow and were able to 
draw im on the raft. 

“It was squally and cold. The 
skipper said ‘I can’t go any long- 
er. But we took turns and took 
care of him. We caught a life 
preserver and put it on him. Then 
he died, about noon of the first 
day. There was nothing we could 
do, so we turned his body loose. 

“We just sat there and held on. 
We didn’t have time to think.” 

All the missing men were 
Negroes. F. C. O’Connor, general 
freight agent for the Tarpon’s own- 
ers, said 10 white men and about 
19 Negroes were aboard. O’Connor 
said the 449-ton, 175-foot Tarpon 
had been inspected by the Gov- 
ernment just before starting the 
voyage. It was suggested that a 
shift of cargo might have caused 
the sinking. 

The Tarpon was built in 1887 at 
Wilmington, Del. It originally was 
known as the Naugatuck. -It was 
owned and operated by the Pensa- 
cola, St. Andrews and Gulf Steam- 
ship Co., and miade regular trips 
between Mobile, Ala., and Carra- 
belle, Fla. Its home port was Pen- 
sacola, Fla. In 1927 it burned al- 
most to the water’s edge here, but 
Barrow and his crew saved the

France, concerned over the threat 
to Mediterranean shipping and its 
own colonial communications, 
placed warships on fyatrol duty, 
augmenting the British navy force 
hunting for the unidentified sub- 
marines. | 

The French warships d’Iberville, 
Iphicenie and Verdun arrived at 
Algiers. 

Soviet Ship Torped 

The situation was ted by 
reports last night that t e Soviet 
cargo steamer Blagoev |iad been 
torpedoed and sunk by & subma- 
rine in the Northern Aegean Sea 
and its wireless operator killed. 

Capt. Denis Kameliske of’ the Bla- 
goev said the attackirg submarine 
flew the Spanish insurgen? flag. He 
and 36 members of the crew and 
three women were picked up from 
their lifeboats by a Greek fishing 
boat. Kameliske said he saw the 
undersea craft halt and search an 
unidentified tanker before it per- 
mitted the tanker to continue. 

The attack on the Blagoev was 
much the same as the others, ex- 
cept that the attacker displayed a 
flag. 

Two torpedoes were fired, one as 
a warning shot and the other into 
the side of the ship.

The 
crew members said they were tak- 
ing the steamer to France with a

Preliminary Plans. 


The proposed riverfront Jefferson 
memorial should be “something 
more than a tombstone, dynamic 
and not static,” members of a spe- 
cial committee of the National Park 
Service Advisory Board agreed yes- 
terday at the conclusion of a two- 
day visit here in which they ex- 
amined preliminary plans. 

Dr. Hermon C. Bumpus of Dux- 
bury, Mass., secretary of the Brown 
University Corporation, expressed 
the opinion in a talk with report- 
ers in the local office of the park 
service in the old Federal Building. 
His associates on the committee, 
Dr. Herbert E. Bolton, chairman 
of the department of history in the 
University of California, Berkeley, 
and Archibald M. McCrea of Wil- 
liamsburg, Va., a manufacturer, in- 
dicated that they shared the view. 
The visitors departed for their 
homes last night. 

“It ig much too early to begin 
talking about detailed plans for the 
development,” Dr. Bumpus said, 
“because they will be like castles 
in the air until the basic work, 
which must precede any plan, is 
finished.” 

20 Proposals Presented. 

Of more than 20 proposals which 
have been suggested thus far for 
the riverfront site which the Gov- 
ernment is taking steps to acquire, 
despite litigation which may event- 
ually permit the carrying out of 
the project none has been given 
more consideration than any other, 
John L. Nagle, superintendent of 
the memorial, explained to report- 
ers. 

The committee prepared a re- 


port yesterday afternoon for the 
Director of the Park Service and 
the rest of the Park Service Advis- 
ory Board, but declined to disclose 
its contents. The members will 
report again at a meeting of the 
entire board late in October. 

Much of the committee’s time in 
St. Louis was occupied with in- 
formal interviews with residents of 
the city, including owners of prop 
erty in the designated riverfront 
area who oppose the memorial.

CONSIDERING NEW 
STATE BOND OFFER 


Will Meet Today to Discuss 
Proposal of Baum, Bern- 
heimer to Surrender Pri- 
vate Contract. 


St. Louis banks and bond firms, 
which offered the State a premium 
of $150,500 for $3,000,000 in build- 
ing bonds sold privately for a pre- 


mium of only $100,000, will meet 
today to consider whether to renew 
their offer in view of a proposal by 
Baum, Bernheimer & Co., Kansas 
City bond firm, to surrender its pri- 
vate purchase contract. 

One member of the St. Louis 
group favored renewing the bid, 
despite conditions attached to the 
Kansas City proposal and despite 
the continued weakness in the 
bond market. Another said he re- 
garded the syndicate as “dis- 
solved,” and pointed out that the 
bond market had fallen steadily 
since the private sale contract was 
made July 20. 

The proposal of Baum, Bernhei- 
mer & Co. was made after the Com- 
merce Trust Co. of Kansas City had 
announced its withdrawal from the 
syndicate which had agreed to pur- 
chase the bonds from Baum, Bern- 
heimer & Co. at a price which gave 
that firm a middleman’s profit of 
$52,500, 

The Commerce Trust Co.’s par- 
ticipation in the syndicate had been 
$350,000 of the bonds. Other Kan- 
sas City banks were reported to 
have withdrawn from the syndicate, 
but confirmation could not be ob- 
tained from their officers. The de- 
clining bond market, and the delay 
in delivering the bonds, were said 
to have caused the withdrawals. 

No Decision by State Board. 

The State Board of Fund Com- 
missioners had not decided, early 
this afternoon, whether to consider 
the Baum, Bernheimer & Co. pro- 
posal. Decision was left to Gov. 
Stark, who is at Woods Hole, Mass., 
and after conferring with him over 
the telephone Attorney-General Roy 
McKittrick said he had no an- 
nouncement to make. 

Two stipulations in the Baum, 
Bernheimer & Co. proposal were 
that it would surrender its contract 
if the St. Louis group renewed its 
offer by 3 p. m. tomorrow, and that 
the Fund Commissioners, if the 
St. Louis offer was not renewed, 
would immediately give definite as- 
surance to Baum, Bernheimer & 
Co. that the bonds would be deliv- 
ered promptly under the terms of 
the private sale contract. 

McKittrick asid the’ State could 
not consider the proposal of Baum, 
Bernheimer & Co. to surrender its 
contract, without agreeing to 
prompt delivery of the bonds to 
Baum, Bernheimer & Co., if the St. 
Louis syndicate did not meet the 
conditions imposed in the Kansas 
City firm’s offer to surrender its 
contract. 

Three Board Members Away. 

The Attorney-General and State 
Treasurer Winn were the only 
members of the Board of Fund 
Commissioners in Jefferson City 
today. State Auditor Forrest Smith, 
who arrangéd the private sale. was 
not expected back until Monday 
from a vacation in Colorado, and 
Gov. Stark will be in the East un- 
til about Sept. 19. Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Frank G. Harris also is in 
Colorado, and State Senator Albert 
M. Clark of Richmond, who has 
been Acting Governor by virtue of 
his position as president of the 
Senate, was not at the Capital to- 
day. 

The time element, and the trav- 
els of State officials, raised the 
question of whether a meeting of 
the State Board of Fund Commis- 
sioners could be held by 3 p. m. 
tomorrow to act on any offer that 
might be submitted. 

Baum, Bernheimer Proposal. 

The Baum, Bernheimer & Co. 
proposal, as stated in telegrams 
sent to members of the board, was 
as follows: : 

“In the spirit of co-operation in 
the interests of the State and for 
the purpose of speedily terminat- 
ing all pending litigation in the 
matter we have the following pro- 
posal to make: 

“The commissioners are to 
promptly dismiss their suit for pro- 
hibition in the Supreme Court of 
the State of Missouri; we shall 
thereupon promptly dismiss the ac- 
tion which we instituted in the Cir- 
cuit Court of Cole County, Mis- 
souri. If the St. Louis syndicate 
will then offer to purchase the 
bonds at par plus a premium of not 
less than $150,500, and such proposal 
is reduced to a written valid con- 
tract On or before 3 p. m., Satur- 
day, Sept. 4, and a sufficient good 
faith guarantee igs deposited with 
the Board of Fund Commissioners 
at that time, we agree promptly 
thereupon to a surrender and can- 
celation of our contract of July 20, 
1937, made with the commissioners 
covering the sale and purchase of 
the said bonds. 

“If the St. Louis syndicates does 
not make the offer as aforesaid, 
and does not contract upon said 
basis, then the commissioners are 
to immediately perform our con- 
tract of July 20, and we are to be 
given definite assurance that the 
bonds will be signed, sealed and de- 
livered to our company immediately 
upon the return of Gov. Stark to 
the State, upon payment of the 
amount stipulated in the contract. 
Telegraph acceptance of this pro- 
posal by the board to be received 
by us by Sept. 4. We respectfully 
request that the proposal herein be 
immediately communicated to Gov. 


Stark,”

recommendation, regardless of his 
politics. 

“In this case and in ali others 
like it, I have had no knowledge of 
the party politics of any of the can- 
didates. The party affiliation is 
not indicated in the ballot, and I 
do not know why the committee 
members chose Middleton, except 
that they believed he was best qual- 
ified. 

“If I had my way, however, I'd 
pay no attention to the civil serv- 
ice system. I would appoint men 
best qualified for the job and in 
sympathy with the administration.

Ballot Sent to Committeemen. 


The ballot sent to the Democratic 
party committeemen on Cannon's 
officia] stationery was headed, “En- 
dorsement for Rural Carrier by 
Democratic Central Committee.” 
It listed the three certified can- 
didates in alphabetical order with- 
out noting party affiliation, which 
was known to the committee mem- 
bers, and without the grades. In 
part, the ballot read:

CLARIDGE HOTEL CREDITORS 
SEEK TO BAR REORGANIZATION 


In Petition to Court Assert Com- 
pany Does Not Intend to 
File Plan. 

Dismissal of Claridge Hotel Co. 
reorganization proceedings, pend- 
ing in United States District Court, 
was sought today In a petition filed 
by six note-holders. 

They assert the company does not 
intend to file a reorganization plan 
and that the hotel, never desirably 
situated, has depreciated in 15 
years to the point that its value is 
not more than its outstanding obli- 
gations, estimated at $640,000. Au- 
thority to foreclose under the mort- 
gage securing their notes is asked 
for by the petitioners.

FLYER MILES KILLED 
IN TEST FOR RACES 


Wing Comes Off Plane, Which 
‘Crashes From Low Altitude 
at Cleveland.

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 3.—Lee 
Miles, Fort Worth, Tex., speed flyer, 
was killed late yesterday on the 
eve of the opening of the national 
air races when a wing was torn off 
his special racer. which crashed on 
a test flight at Cleveland airport. 
His ship crashed from an altitude 
of 200 feet at 7 p.m. He was dead 
on arrival] at a hospital at Berea. 

Miles, a figure in American 
air racing for many _ years, 
was rounding a pylon at the north 
end of the field at low altitude in 
his speedy little ship when, specta- 
tors said, one wing was sheared off 
by the tremendous buffeting of the 
wind, and the machine plummeted 
into a grove of trees adjoining the 
airport.

TOWBOAT CREW TELL 
Of CRASH AT QUINCY 


Cut 


Captain Says Launch 


Across Path: Three Lost 


Lives in Collision. 


Members of the crew of the In- 
land Waterways Corporation’s tow- 
boat Mark Twain yesterday  de- 
scribed a collision between the craft 
and a cabin motorboat in the Mis- 
sissippi River above Quincy, III. 
Tuesday night, in which three pas- 
sengers on the motorboat lost their 


lives and four were rescued. 

The hearing was before three in- 
spectors of the Bureau of Marine 
and Navigation Inspection at the 
Federal Building. This board will 
continue the inquiry tomorrow at 
Quincy. Its investigation is pre- 
liminary to a hearing to fix re 
sponsibility before a board consist- 
ing of one man each from the ma- 
rine inspection bureau, Coast Guard 
service and Department of Justice. 

The chief witness yesterday was 
Captain Clyde Brewer, master of 
the Mark Twain, who testified he 
sighted the motorboat’ cutting 
across the tow’s path in mid-chan- 
nel about 100 feet ahead. He said 
he ordered the engines reversed 
but the time was too short to avoid 
the collision. He and other crew 
members asserted the motorboat 
was burning one dim red light in- 
stead of four lights as required by 
regulations. 


Captain Brewer related the Mark 
Twain put down a life boat, which 


assisted two skiffs from nearby 
Quincy Island in rescuing four per- 
sons. The other passengers on the 
motorboat, Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Sherman of Quincy and their small 
daughter, Erline, were drowned. 

Both Captain Brewer and Alfred 
H. Lovett, the Mark Twain's pilot, 
testified small craft, operating in 
disregard of navigation rules, con- 
stitute a daily hazard to river traf- 
fic. The Mark Twain was headed 
downstream pushing two empty 
gasoline barges when the accident 
occurred. 

Survivors and other witnesses 
will be questioned at Quincy. 


T VA CONTRACTS EXPECTED 
TO YIELD $4,300,000 A YEAR 


1937 Income Estimated at $3,700,000; 
Peak by 1944 Forecast 
by Officials. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 3. — Offi- 
cials of the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority said today contracts already 
signed for power sales to private 
industry eventually would produce 
an income of $4,300,000 a year. Four 
industrial contracts recently were 
added to the two in effect. 

Because some contracts are de- 
pendent on building of new plants, 
the income from these agreements 
will not reach its peak until the 
TVA dam-building program is 
completed, probably in 1944. 

Power is being served to 
Monsanto Chemical Co., the Arkan- 
sas Power & Light Co., and the 
Victor Chemical Works are to con- 
nect with TVA lines in the near 
future, In addition, TVA is serv- 
ing 17 municipalities and 13 farm 
co-operatives. 

Officials estimated power  rev- 
enues for the current fiscal year 
would be $3,700,000, about $1,000,000 
more than in the previous year.

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REPUBLICAN REACTION 
10 HOOVER PROPOSAL 


C. A. Jonas Proposes Coalition 
—i4 Others Approve 
Suggestion. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 3>— Herbert 
Hoover's suggestion for a mid-term 
convention of the Republican party 
has caused a sharp division of opin- 
ion among Republican leaders. 

Ip a country-wide survey, the As- 


engueees Press today obtained ex- 
pressions from leaders of the party 
ih 25 states. The Hoover proposal 
sedmed to find favor with state 
and county chairmen; at least 15 
#nembers of the national committee 
said they approved it. Other com- 
mittee members were warily luke- 
warm. 

Alfred M. Landon, titular head of 
the party, had no comment, but op- 
position came from Frank Todd, 
Kansas Republican State chairman, 
who said he did not favor a na- 
tional “grass roots” convention. He 
believes in organization by pre- 
cincts. 

For New National Party. 

Charles A. Jonas, national com- 
mitteeman for North Carolina, said 
he was in sympathy with the Hoo- 
ver idea but for these purposes: 

“Te consider the reorganization 
of the party, the formation of a 
new National Party, or joining in a 
national coalition movement.” 

Such a coalition effort, said Jonas, 
“should be based upon a well-de- 
fined declaration of constructive 
principles and policies looking to 
the preservation of our constitution- 
al American system of government 
interpreted in the light of twentieth 
century conditions and progress.” 

“An ordinary Republican conven- 
tion called and held at this time 
for purely partisan advantage will 
serve no useful purpose, in my 
judgment,” he said. 

South’s One-Party System. 

Jonas asserted that the “New 
Deal” was national in scope and 
that in his opinion any hope of 
overthrowing it “through the in- 
strumentality of the Republican 
party sectionally controlled as here- 
tofore is futile.” 

“If the Republican party is to sur- 
vive it must become truly a na- 
tional party. For 75 years its lead- 
ership has utterly failed to impress 
itself favorably upon nearly one- 
half of the country geographically. 
The South has been through these 
years on this account tied to the 
body of death of a one-party sys- 
tem. 

“There must be two truly na- 
tional parties. Naturally, I hope 
the Republican party will be chosen 
as the instrumentality through 
which salvation shall come to the 
country in this crisis. But if the 
Republican party cannot meet the 
test, then another builded upon true 
foundations should take its place.” 

View of Ex-Gov. Caulfield. 

Henry S. Caulfield of St. Louis, 
last Republican Governor of Mis- 
souri, said: “I do not think it is 
advisable for him (Hoover) to take 
the leadership in calling any party 
meeting. He is a very fine man, 
but I don’t think at this time he 
has the confidence of the public.” 

Many Republicans threw cold wa- 
ter on a suggestion that anti-Roose- 
velt Democrats should be invited 
into the party fold. 

“I see nothing at thig time to 
cause the Republican pa‘ty to be- 
come jittery,” said Perry W. How-

Benjamin Ansehl Contends Dis- 
ability Began After He 
Filed Debtor’s Plea. 


Benjamin Ansehl, bankrupt cos- 
metics manufacturer, wants the 
United States District Court to de- 
termine whether he shall be de- 
prived of disability insurance pay- 
ments received after he filed a 
debtor’s petition, as ordered by Ref- 
eree in Bankruptcy Elmer E. Pear- 
cy. In a petition for review of 
the order, filed today, he contends 
the payments are exempt from 
creditors’ claims because he _  be- 
came ill after he filed the debtor’s 
petition. 

Referee Pearcy had ordered An- 
sehl, in Jewish Hospital suffering 
from a heart ailment, to turn over 
payments totaling $9200 to Trustee 
Norman C. Parker, in so far as 
he was able. The order directed 
the Prudential Insurance Co. and 
the General American Life Insur- 
ance Co. to turn over $2750 held 
up pending the referee’s decision 
and to make future payments, to- 
taling $550 a month, to the trustee. 

The petition for review, filed by 
Ansehl’s counsel, Harry S. Gleick, 
contends that the trustee has no 
interest in the $11,950 or in future 
payments because Ansehl’s disabil- 
ity did not begin until several 
months after he had filed a deb- 
tor’s petition. The insurance poli- 
cies, it is contended, were life in- 
surance policies with disability 
clauses and as such were exempt 
under Missouri law. 

Moreover, it is alleged, the poli- 
cies and the funds are not now in 
Ansehl’s possession or control and 
were not at the time of the filing 
of the debtor’s petition. The poli- 
cies were assigned in trust for a 
consideration, the petition says, 
adding that whatever value they 
had accrued to others. 

Ansehl’s only creditors are the 
defunct Savings Trust Co., which 
has a deficiency claim of $22,000 in 
connection with its foreclosure on

ACROSS SHANGHA! AT NIGHT 


Go to International Settlement 
Though’ Trip Is Delayed by 


Japanese Bombs. 
(Copyright, 1937.) 


SHANGHAI, Sept. 3.—Miss Emily 
Hahn and Miss Mery Garrison of 
New York made a precarious jour- 
ney Tuesday night across Shanghai, 
during which a Japanese airplane 
droned overhead, while dropping 
bombs and milling Chinese civilians 
impeded their search for transpor- 
tetion and safety. 

Miss Hahn, a native of St. Louis, 
who is a traveler and novelist, and 
Miss Garrison, a textile designer for 
a New York firm, were in Nanking 
when the Chinese-Japanese hostil- 
ities began. They left the capital 
at 9 p. m. Monday by train for 
Shanghai, a journey which ordi- 
narily takes eight hours. Delays 
held them up, however, and it was 
not until 8 p. m. Tuesday that they 
arrived at the South station in Nan- 
tao, the native Chinese city. 

The young women stepped off 
the train and learned that the sta- 
tion had just been bombed. There 
were no taxicabs, rickshas or other 
means of transportation, and they 
were four miles from the gates of 
the International Settlement. Their 
only recourse was to walk. 
Hardly had they started when 
they heard the roar of a Japanese 
airplane overhead, It released a 
number of bombs, which hit nearby 
objectives. 

When the bombing ended, the 
women resumed their trip across 
the crowded Chinese city. On reach- 
ing the International Settlement 
they learned that here, too, there 
was no means of transportation. 
They walked three miles more 
across the settlement to their apart- 
ment, which they reached late at

Cost sheets of several projects 
financed in part by Federal funds 
show that the price of sand and 
gravel has gone up 50 per cent, 
from approximately $1 to $1.50 a 
ton. Contractors have asserted 
that the rise in building materials 
prices has been normal, as little 
profit was made at the low figure 
prevailing before the building 
boom. 

The extent to which industry can 
be influenced by labor organizers, 
armed with the power of strike and 
lists of firms “fair to union labor,” 
is illustrated by a unique situa- 
tion existing in the materials busi- 
ness. In this line as in others of 
the building trades, contractors 
contend that by reason of the au- 
thority vested in business agents 
and others who dominate union lo- 
cals, the _iteway is closed to le- 
gitimate competition unless owners 
have “signed up” with unions claim- 
ing jurisdiction over employes.

Butcher shops in the St. Louis 
area are virtually 100 per cent 
union, Arthur J. Schmidt, secretary 


of.Local No. 8, Amalgamated Meat 
Cutters and Butcher Workers, said 
today in announcing settlement of 
all strikes which began Wednesday 
at 10 stores. 

Agreements were reached late 
yesterday with proprietors of the 
Joseph Bettendorf Market, 2810 Sut- 
ton boulevard, Maplewood, employ- 
ing 10 meat cutters, and the 
Thirty-ninth Street Market, 1803 
South Thirty-ninth street, with 
three employes. Eight other strikes 
ended earlier with the signing of 
contracts with the union. 

Under the new wage agreements, 
journeymen meat cutters were ad- 
vanced from $35 to $40 a week and 
apprentices were given raises of 
from $2 to $5 a week, depending 
on experience. Annual vacations 
with pay were stipulated, and the 
Saturday work day was shortened 
from 13 to 11 hours. Contracts 
were written for a three-year per- 
iod.

One Is for Infants Other for Adults, 
Both at Children’s 
Hospital. 


St. Louis Children’s Hospital owns 
wo respirators, popularly known as 
“iron lungs,” the instruments which 
frequently prevent death in cases 
of infantile paralysis where’ the 
respiratory centers are affected. 
The Health Commissioner’s office 
says there are no others in the 
city. 

One of the machines at Children’s 


Hospital is for infants, the other 
for adults. The latter is frequent- 
ly lent to Barnes Hospital for use 
in tetanus, shock, carbon monoxide 
poisoning, as well as infantile paral- 
ysis cases. The machines are used 
on 10 or 12 patients each year. 

The policy of the Barnes Hos- 
pital group is to bring the patient 
to St. Louis rather than send the 
iren lung to a hospital in the pa- 
tient’s home community, Miss Es- 
telle Claiborne, superintendent of 
Children’s Hospital, says. 

The respirator for infants was 
purchased for the Children’s Hos- 
pital five years ago with the dona- 
tion of public school teachers. Dur- 
ing a conversation with Dr. E. V. 
Cowdry of the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, Henry J. 
Gerling, Superintendent of Instruc- 
tion in public school,s learned there 
was no respirator in St. Louis or

Strike-breaker Gets Indeterminate 
Term on Guilty Plea; Wife's 
Sentence Suspended.

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—Sam 
(Chowderhead) Cohen, who has 


been called to testify as a strike- 
breaker in numerous labor disputes, 
and his wife, Sadie, received in- 
determinate penitentiary sentences 
today for defrauding the local 
emergency relief bureau of $700. 

Although Mrs. Cohen’s sentence 
Was suspended, her husband faced 
a possible maximum of three years’ | 
imprisonment.

SEC ASKED TO APPROVE DEAL 
FOR ILLINOIS TERMINAL CO. 


Illinois-Iowa Power Co., Says Ar- 
rangement Will Simplify Cor- 
porate Structure. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 2. — The 
Illinois-lowa Power Co., formerly 
the Illinois Power & Light Corpor- 
ation, asked the Securities and Ex- 
change Commission yesterday to 
approve the acquisition by it of 
$40,000,000 of securities of the Ill- 
inois Terminal Railroad Co., a cor- 
poration recently formed to con- 
solidate six companies formerly 
comprising the Illinois Terminal 
Railroad System. The Illinois-Iowa 
Power Co. is affiliated with the 
Illinois Traction Co. and is a part 
of the North American Co. system. 
With 'the completion of the con- 
solidation, by which officials said 
corporate structure would be sim- 
plified and a saving of $306,700 in 
fixed charges would ,be effected, 
Illinois-Iowa Power Co. will own ali 
the capital stock of the [Illinois 
Terminal Railroad Co. No actual 
change in ownership is involved 
since the I[Illinois-lowa Power Co. 
now owns all the stock of the six 
companies being consolidated. In 
exchange for this stock, it would 
receive from the [Illinois Terminal 
Railroad Co. $25,000,000 of par val- 
ue common stock and $15,000,000 of 
first and refunding mortgage bonds, 
4 per cent series, due Jan. 1, 1967. 
The six consolidated companies 
are: Lllinois Traction, [Inc.; St. 
Louis, Troy & Eastern Railroad: 
Illinois Terminal Railroad; Alton 
& Eastern Railroad Co.; St. Louis 
& Illinois Belt Railway Co. and the 
Alton Terminal Railway Co. 


INQUIRY INTO TRAFFIC CASES 


To Ask September Term of Grand 
Jury to Investigate Complaints 
Against Constables. 

The September term grand jury 
in St. Louis County will be asked 
to investigate a number of com- 
plaints of irregularities in traffic 
law enforcement by several county 
constables and justices of the peace, 
Prosecuting Attorney M. Ralph 
Walsh said today to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter. The court term will begin 
Sept. 20. 

Walsh said he would summon as 
witnesses many persons who have 
complained to him that the jus- 
tices, in night court, fined motor- 
ists against whom no informations 
had been issued. Letters of com- 
plaint received at the Prosecuting 
Attorney’s office during the past 
six months will be presented to the 
grand jury, Walsh said.

3,175,000 OUNCES OF SILVER 
ARRIVES FROM LONDON

NEW YORK, Sept. 3.—A shipment of 
3,175,000 ounces of silver, purchased for 
transport to this country during the re- 
cent weakness in price of the metal because 
of the Shanghai crisis, arrived here today 
from London on the 8.

Auto Owners Known to Oppose Hitler May 


Be Deprived of Driving License, 
Prussian Judge Rules. 


By the Associated Press, 

BERLIN, Sept. 3.—Small flare- 
ups of individual opposition to the 
Nazi Government are being quick- 
ly and sternly squelched. 

The owner of an automobile may 
suddenly find his driver’s license 
revoked, not because of drinking or 
carelessness, but because, as a 
Prussian court recently ruled, his 
known opposition to Nazi rule gives 
reason to believe that his automo- 
bile might someday be driven on 
an anti-Government errand. 

Secret police arrest even the 
smallest group of neighbors gath- 
ered around a loud-speaker to lis- 
ten to Moscow broadcasts. A Bre- 
men court recently sentenced six 
such listeners to terms ranging 
from a few months to three and a 
half years. 

A 59-year-old woman from Oster- 
ode, East Prussia, was sentenced 
to four months in prison for what 
she wrote and mailed to relatives in 
Poland. 

The People’s Court has ruled that 
the worker who betrays an indus- 
trial secret to outsiders can be tried 
under the law designed to protect 
military secrets. “In an era of to- 
talitarian war,” says a decision of 
the court, “actual connection with 
the military is not the determin- 
ing wig, 

lergymen Are Jailed. 

By the same token, a worker who 
bluntly voices disapproval of the 
Government cannot be regarded as 
trustworthy in emergencies. There- 
fore, the Reich’s Labor Court has 
ruled, such a worker may be dis- 
missed without notice for the pub- 
lic good. The decision was handed 
down in the case of a white-collar 
worker dismissed, after 16 years of 
continuous employment, for “per- 
sistent anti-Government behavior.” 

Numerous fines and jail sen- 
tences have been imposed on clerzy- 
men, both Protestant and Catholic, 
for “misuse of the pulpit.” 

A Catholic priest at Ellwangen in 
Southern Germany, was sentenced 
to two months in jail for “spread- 
ing rumors” from his pulpit con- 
cerning high political personages.

In Hanau, a priest got two months 
when witnesses testified he told his 
congregation, in connection with 
the immorality trials, that persons 
who bore witness against a priest 
might later, in their dying hour, 
“find no spiritual consolation.” In 
Aachen, a Catholic chaplain was 
accused of applying the epithet 
“stupid boys” to Hitler’s youths 
who greeted him on the street with 
the customary Nazi saiute. He got 
six menths. 

In Zoeschingen, Bavaria, a Capu- 
cine priest disapproved of the Gov- 
ernment-promoted week-end excur- 
sions because they kept so many 
people from church on Sunday. 
During a sermon he said: “Peo- 
ple who go on these trips miss holy 
mass, and dissipate their strength 
through joy.” The court gave him 
two months. 

Other clergymen have been fined 
or jailed for neglecting to hoist the 
swastika flag on days of patriotic 
significance, when the order goes 
out to hoist flags on all public 
buildings, including churches. 

Catholic Fete Broken Up. 

Not all such preventive activity 
is left to the police and the courts. 
Sometimes more spectacular meth- 
ods are used, When Catholic cir- 
cles in Speyer, near Heidelberg, or- 
ganized a big celebration for their 
Bishop, Nazi authorities suspected 
anti-Government motives were be- 
hind the affair; for the Bishop had 
himself rather unpopular 
with the party. 

So, on the day set for the fes- 
tivities, no less than 34 special 
trains rolled in Speyer from all di- 
rections. They carried tens of 
thousands of brown-shirted storm- 
troopers, black-uniformed guards 
and Hitler youth. Others arrived 
by atomobile, and soon the town 
was crowded with some _ 100,000 
Nazis, eager to hear Joseph Buerc- 
kel Nazi leader for the Palatinate, 
make a rousing speech from a bal- 
cony opposite the cathedral. 

Church authorities, who got wind 
of the Nazi demonstration just in 
time, canceled the celebration to 
avoid possible clashes in the streets.

Though No Word Comes 
From Vatican, Prelates 
Doubt He Objects to Pas- 


toral Letter.

VATICAN CITY, Sept. 3.—Prel- 
ates announced last night that the 
Pope sympathizes with a long pas- 
toral letter, signed by two Spanish 
Cardinals and 46 prelates of insur- 
gent Spain, which declares the re- 
volt of Gen. Francisco Franco to be 
legitimate. 

No official declaration has come 
from the Vatican concerning the 
letter, but it was noted that the 
first signatory was Isidoro, Cardi- 
nal Goma y Tomas, the Vatican's 
representative to the insurgent 
government, and prelates said he 
would have hardly acted so without 
first consulting the Vatican. 

“There is nothing in the pastoral 
letter that is in contradiction with 
the view of the Vatican, the prel- 
ates said. 

The letter contains a foreword, 
five principal arguments and four 
conclusions. There is a description 
of “outrages” against the Church 
under the loyalist Government, and, 
finally a rebuttal of three accusa- 
tions. 

Denies Basque Charges. 

“False opinions created abroad,” 
particularly by a certain group of 
Spanish Catholics, necessitated the 
letter, the foreword states. This 
is apparently a reference to protes- 
tations against Franco’s methods 
of war by Catholics in the Basque 
country, prior to the fall of Bilbao 
and Santander to the insurgent 
forces. 

The five principal points are: 

1. The church did not want the 
civil war in Spain, although thous- 
ands of its sons have taken arms 
on their personal responsibility to 
save the principles of religion and 
Christian justice. 

2. Since 1931, (when the Spanish 
Republic was proclaimed), the leg- 
islative and executive power in 
Spain had changed Spanish history 
in a sense contrary to the needs of 
the national spirit. 

3. The elections of Feb. 3, 1936 
(which placed a Leftist coalition 
into power) were unjust. Although 
the Rightist-Center parties received 
over 500,000 votes more than the 
Leftists, they got 118 fewer Depu- 
ties because of the arbitrary annul- 
ment of votes in all provinces. 

4. The Communist International 
had armed a “revolutionary Spanish 
militia,” with the result that at 
the outbreak of the civil war on 
July 18, 1936, there were 150,000 
Spanish assault guards and 100,000 
maneuver militiamen under arms. 

5. The civil war is legitimate be- 
cause “five years of continued out- 
rages of Spanish subjects in the 
religious and social fields had en- 
dangered the very existence of 
public welfare and had produced 
enormous spiritual unrest among 
the Spanish people; and because

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PADEREWOAT 5 APPEAL 
SUPPRESSED IN POLAND 


Warsaw Papers Not Allowed to 
Print Warning Against 
Civil War, 


By the Associated Press. 

WARSAW, Sept. 3.—Ignace Jan 
Paderewski’s warning to his Polish 
countrymen against the danger of 
civil war has been suppressed by 
the Warsaw Government. 

Paderewski, now 76 years old, 
one of the founders of post-war Po- — 
land, its first Premier and one-time 
Foreign Minister, sent his state- 
ment to the Polish press from his 
villa in Switzerland. The appeal 
was published at Katowice but when 
newspapers in Warsaw, the capital, 
attempted to print it they were sup- 
pressed. 

The famous pianist said in his 
letter he was extremely worried 
over news of recent peasant riots 
in which many were killed. He 
warned his countrymen—living as 
they do between two powerful na- 
tions (Germany and the Soviet 
Union)—that they could not afford 
a civil war. 

There was no likelihood that any 
political group would be able to es- 
tablish a totalitarian Polish admin- 
istration without civil war, he said, 
He urged his countrymen to coun- 
ter-balance the totalitarian systems 
of their German and Russian 
neighbors by internal consolidation. 

To achieve this, he wrote, “the 
wall at present separating the Gov- 
ernment from the people should be 
removed.” 

He specifically urged amnesty 
for political prisoners, abolition of 
concentration camps, discontinu- 
ance of reprisals against peasant 
party leaders and a new parliamen- 
tary election. 

In addition to suppressing the 
communication, the Government 
answered Paderewski’s demand for 
a cessation of reprisals against 
peasant party leaders by ordering 
numerous fresh arrests. 

Those jailed included Stanislaw 
Kot, professor of history at Cracow 
University. The professor was ill 
and was placed in a prison hos- 
pital.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
**yy,OLITICAL parties must be more 

than against; they must have af- 
firmative purposes,” writes Mr. Hoover in 
a magazine article. Yet, in suggesting a 
1938 convention, he advises against any- 
thing so affirmative as a platform or 
creed. All he wants from this convention 
is a sweet declaration made with “intel- 
lectual and moral integrity, with human 
sympathy, with idealism and emotion.” 

If that is all such a convention can do, 
the Republicans had better muddle 
along as they are. 

Mr. Hoover believes that the “American 
mind is confused.” No doubt it is, but 
Mr. Hoover only adds to the confusion. 
He believes the “essence of the real po- 
litical contest” to be “personal liberty.” 
That may be the abstract, academic name 
for it, but as it is understood on the 
street, the issue is Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and his desertion of the democratic meth- 
od of government. | 

The formula for Republican success 
that Mr. Hoover favors is a coalition with 
disgruntled Democrats. But isn’t it the 
independent middle class vote which de- 
cides elections and to which an appeal 
should be made? This class voted for 
Mr. Hoover in 1928 and for Mr. Roosevelt 
in 1932. One reason for the switch may 
have been just such saccharine, meaning- 
less declarations which Mr. Hoover made 
in 1929 and 1930, and which he now pro- 
poses to get from a convention. 

“It is no coincidence that the same 
sugar-coated phrase is used in Moscow, 
Berlin, Rome and Washington—‘planned 
economy, ” writes Mr. Hoover. A few 
years ago, the average American might 
have visioned a deep, dark plot on read- 
ing that statement. But today, “planned 
economy” is accepted as a legitimate tool 
of the science of political economy. The 
evil is not in the tool but in the hand that 
guides the tool, in the method with which 
it is employed. Roosevelt’s misuse of 
the instrument is one of the chief counts 
against him. But there are people who 
believe Hoover guilty of a greater mis- 
take in not having employed it at all. 
They would say, “Hoover did nothing; 
Roosevelt at least acted.” 

In the chaotic concition of party affil- 
lations, and the apparent tendency to 
swing right or left, the Republican party 
has a great opportunity to regain its 
strength. Labor is now a political unit. 
If it does not align itself with the Demo- 
cratic party, that party will be badly 
crippled. If it does, the independent 
groups which can swing an election will 
tend to drift away from the Democratic 
party if they see a constructive alterna- 
tive to New Dealism. 

The Republican party should supply 
such a constructive alternative. The al- 
ternative is not reactionary conservatism. 
Roosevelt is the reactionary in method. 
The alternative is a liberal program, a 
platform based on the democratic system 
of attaining reforms in government. It 
is well to remember that the disgruntled 
voters who supported Roosevelt in 1936 
do not quarrel with unis aims but with his 
method of attaining them, his decrees of 
“must” legislation and his assumption of 
a mandate. J. N. ADAMS.

After a long, laborious investigation of railroad 
financing, which extended over a period of more than 
two years, the Senate Committee on Interstate Com- 
merce is preparing to draft a bill to prevent the prac- 
tices that have bankrupted fine railroad properties 
and, in many instances, ruined investors. 

As chairman of the Senate committee, Senator 
Wheeler of Montana conducted the inquiry. Some 
of the things he discovered were shocking beyond 
expression, in the callous disregard of bankers and 
high railroad directors for the trust they had offi- 
cially assumed. Some of the feats performed, notably 
by the Van Sweringen brothers, were quite beyond 
the pale of financial orthodoxy. They savored of 
black magic. They were incredible. 

Senator Wheeler himself threw up his hands in 
despair at the recital of the coup by which the Van 
Sweriggens, at the end of their tether, unable to 
meet their loans, with their vast railroad empire of 
an estimated value of three billion dollars about to 
be placed on the auction block, contrived to recap- 
ture control for a song. 

The song, to be sure, measured in money something 
like $3,100,000, which was provided by two friends, 
George A. Ball of Muncie, Ind., and George A. Tom- 
linson of Cleveland, O., hitherto unknown on the 
weird stage of railroad manipulation. It was this 
exhibition which Mr. Wheeler characterized as “Hou- 
dini finance.” 

Such legerdemain was possible only by the device 
of the holding company, which the Van Sweringens 
brought into fullest and most poisonous flower. But 
waiving the strange genius of the Van Sweringens, 
the holding company has been shown to be a subver- 
sive instrument in the realm of railroad financing. 
The reason is plain. The holding company is a law 
unto itself. It is answerable to no agency of gov- 
ernment. The railroads, as is well known, are under 
the supervision of the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion in the essentials of their operation affecting the 
public interest, such as the fixing of rates and in- 
spection of accounts. The commission exercises no 
direction over the holding company, a corporation 
organized to purchase railroad securities, effect mer- 
gers and promote grandiose dreams of a “transcon- 
tinental railroad system” which was the vision of 
the Van Sweringens. 

What to do with the railroad holding company is 
the question discussed at some length in a New York 
Times interview with Senator Wheeler, reprinted on 
this page today. Should it be banished completely 
from the structure of railroad finance, or may it be 
retained under restrictions, subject to regulation by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission every step of 
the way? This is the problem Senator Wheeler and 
his committee associates are debating. 

It is not a new problem. As far back as 1931, 
Chairman Parker of the House Interstate Commerce 
Committee urged enactment of a law placing railroad 
holding companies under the jurisdiction of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission. The reasons he pre- 
sented were substantially the same as are now filed 
by Senator Wheeler in contemplating the disclosures 
of rapacity developed in his two-year inquiry. Mr. 
Parker, however, went further than Senator Wheeler 
in explicitly arraigning railroad holding companies 
as organizations designed to evade regulation. 
Whether so designed or not, that is what they have 
done. 

The railroad holding company is an evolutionary 
advance in the old, dark, destructive history of 
banker control of the railroads. St. Louis has seen 
the handiwork of both systems. The Frisco, under 
banker control, has twice been reduced to insolvency. 
We saw the Frisco, under banker control, suffer a 
loss of $10,000,000 in its,speculative investment in 
Rock Island stock, but the Frisco bankers took a 
neat profit. Again, in the depression, we saw the 
Frisco, by order of Chairman Brown, buy 25,000 
shares in Gulf, Mobile & Northern, a venture which 
cost the Frisco’s stockholders $25 a share, of a total 
of $625,000. 

In the case of the Missouri Pacific, the Van Swer- 
ingens showed us what a holding company could do 
to a railroad. They had hardly got control of the 
Missouri Pacific before they sold it certain terminal 
properties they themselves possessed at the prepos- 
terous figure of $20,000,000. Judge Faris, in a subse- 
quent hearing, denounced the transaction as illegal. 
Severer terms were used in the attorneys’ petition. 

But banker control and holding company control 
of railroad finance are alike fatal, and for this, 
among other reasons, they never pay a bonded debt. 
When a bond issue becomes due, they fund it with 
another issue. And the bankers prosper, collecting, 
as they always do, their underwriting commission, 
but the railroads wither. 

Here in St. Louis, we have two outstanding rail- 
road men. One of them is James M. Kurn of the 
Frisco, the other L. W. Baldwin of the Missouri 
Pacific. It is the consensus of informed business 
opinion in St. Louis, we believe, that if Mr. Kurn 
and Mr. Baldwin had been in charge of the finances 
as well as the operation of their roads, those great 
railroad properties would have had no such dreary 
record in recent years as they have had. 

And that is the general situation. Put the business 
of running our railroads in the hands of tested and 
trustworthy railroad men. It is the only way out, 
and it is the business of statesmanship to find the 
way.

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WHY ANTI-JAPANISM EXISTS. 

Japan’s objectives are not only to dismember China 
but to “eliminate” its Premier and military leader, 
Chiang Kai-shek. As explained by Foreign Minister 
Hirota, Chiang is “the spearhead of the anti-Japan 
movement.” Yet it was not so long ago that Chiang 
was being assailed by many of his countrymen for 
his tolerant attitude toward Japanese aggression, an 
attitude that led to his abduction by political oppo- 
nents early this year. The anti-Japan movement is 
scarcely Chiang’s creation. If the Japanese wonder 
about its rise, they need only recall their record of 
aggression in the last six years. 

Japan, says its spokesman, wants to re-establish 
co-operation with China. It has adopted a curious 
means of doing so. Can the Japanese war lords really 
expect that their actions in bombing cities to pieces, 
slaughtering non-combatants and overrunning large 
areas of the country will fill the Chinese with an 
eager spirit of co-operation? 

A curious sidelight on the Chinese sense of honor 
meanwhile has appeared. Despite all the murder- 
ous outrages and indignities being suffered at Jap- 
anese hands, the Chinese Government is continuing

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PIRACY IN THE MEDITERRANEAN. 

The Mediterranean is becoming a virtual pirate 
stronghold, with recurring attacks on merchant ships 
by submarines flying no flag and with identifi- 
cation marks carefully removed. One of the latest 
in the lengthy series of such episodes, in which 13 
ships have been sunk, is the torpedoing of the Brit- 
ish tanker Woodford near the Spanish coast, with the 
death of one man and the wounding of six. This oc- 
curred shortly after the British destroyer Havock 
had been attacked by a submarine, which was thought 
to have been sunk by depth charges from the intend- 
ed victim. 

What nation is conducting this piracy, in defi- 
ance of international law and all humanitarian rules? 
The finger of suspicion points quite definitely. The 
Spanish rebels have only one submarine. No German 
undersea craft are in the Mediterranean, by last 
reports. Britain’s press, reflecting the attitude -of 
the Government, bluntly places responsibility on Italy. 

Mussolini has become so intimately involved in the 
fortunes of Gen. Franco’s revolt that he stops at noth- 
ing to insure its success. His troops are fighting in 
Spain, with no pretense at concealment, and no effort 
is made to justify this flagrant violation of non- 
intervention pledges. After the bombing of the Ital- 
ian liner Mongioia a few weeks ago off Algiers, the 
Rome newspaper Tevere said: “Italian blood which 
was shed will be avenged, how, when and where the 
Chief judges most opportune.” That process of venge- 
ance is plainly in progress, and not only Spanish 
loyalist vessels but those of neutrals are its victims. 

The recent protestations of friendliness between 
Italy and Britain have already proved meaningless. 
As a result of the attacks, the British some time ago 
instructed their ships to fire on any submarine that 
fired on them, and now reinforcement of the Medi- 
terranean fleet has been ordered. The “dangerous 
sea,” through Italian treachery, has again become an 
acute danger spot. 
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MORE PRAISE FOR THE MULE. 

Notwithstanding the encroachments of the Gaso- 
line Age, it is only now that the humble mule is 
coming into its own. , ; 

It is just a few weeks since we had occasion to 
note that the Fascists had erected a monument to 
the mule in one of the plazas of Eternal Rome. Now 
our attention is called to an oratorical tribute to 
the mule, delivered by Senator Ashurst of Arizona: 

The mule is a sure-footed, trustworthy creature 
of epicurean taste and gargantuan appetite; but 
his appetite, happily enough, may be satisfied by 
a nibble at a desert cactus and he is then ready 
for another long and lonely journey. 

He is the personification of the sublime virtues 
of moderation, forbearance and rigid economy. 
From the vibrant cords of his throat come zig- 
zag bars of music as thrilling as the midnight 
minstrelsy of the nightingale. The donkey must 
not be abandoned. 

Persons of rural background are likely to con- 
clude that Senator Ashurst is a better judge of or- 
atory than of music, but is he to be condemned if he 
allowed himself to be overcome by enthusiasm in deal- 
ing with such an admirable subject? 

His flattering words will go far toward mitigating 
the sting of the reference of another Senator, the 
late Edward Carmack of Tennessee, who defined a 
Mugwump as a “sort of political jackass, without 
pride of ancestry or hope of posterity.” 
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AN EXERCISE IN FACE-SAVING. 

President Roosevelt’s signing of the Sugar Quota 
Act, after extracting “promises” from the sugar-bloc 
Congressmen that they will behave better in the fu- 
ture, is reminiscent of an indulgent father attempt- 
ing to discipline his willful sons. 

The President states frankly that the clause grant- 
ing refineries in continental United States a virtual 
monopoly over the American supply is altogether 
wrong. But a veto of the bill, while doing away with 
this monopoly clause, would also destroy the delicate 
machinery which has been set up for the control and 
allocation of raw sugar production. So, balancing 
what he considered the good and the evil, he affixed 
his signature. | 

His mistake, of course, was in not speaking with 
more decisiveness when Congress was considering the 
bill. An unqualified warning that he would veto 
the whole bill if the monopoly for the continental] re- 
fineries were retained would have made the sugar- 
bloc come around. But his warning was vague, and 
the bloc took a chance—and won. 

The President announces he has received pledges 
from the sugar-bloc Senators that when sugar quotas 
come up for consideration again, the production of 
raw sugar and its refining will be dealt with in 
separate measures; that Hawaii, Puerto Rico and the 
Virgin Islands will not be discriminated against, 
and that, in future legislation, the American house- 
wife will be protected.

Next Congress will extend Government control over rail financing, Senator Wheeler 
predicts; says committee may seck to abolish holding companies, in view of tricky 
practices they make possible; would give I. C. C. more tecth, provide added pro- 
tection to investors in company reorganizations and simplify accounting methods.

HILE Congress is on vacation, work 
W win go On in Washington for the draft- 

ing of a bill to extend Government con- 
trol over the financing of American rail- 
roads. There is every indication that the 
bill will go to the Senate at its next session 
with the unanimous approval of the Com- 
mittee on Interstate Commerce, of which 
Senator Burton K. Wheeler of Montana is 
chairman. Its passage, in the opinion of 
members of the committee, is certain. 

The holding company is the major issue 
involved in this legislation. Wheeler and his 
colleagues are not ready to say whether the 
bill will contain a “death clause.” That it 
is a possibility is admitted. 


Senator Wheeler, discussing the points 
covered by the Senate committee’s long in- 
vestigation of railroad finances, said that 
the committee was in complete agreement 
as to the need of legislation to lodge in the 
Interstate Commerce Commission the widest 
possible authority in railroad financing. 

“The evidence now of record before the 
committee,” said Senator Wheeler, “has 
shown beyond all question that one of the 
most important questions now facing the 
country is the problem of the railroad hold- 
ing company. The bill to be introduced in 
the next session of Congress will clarify 
foggy clauses in the existing interstate com- 
merce law and, at the same time, give to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission defi- 
nite and unqualified authority to control 
railroad holding companies just as the car- 
riers themselves are controlled. 

“If that is not possible, it may be the 
course of wisdom to consider the elimination 
altogether of holding companies, so far as 
the American railroad structure is involved. 
I am not prepared to say which of these two 
solutions will prevail in committee. But that 
something drastic must be done, if this sit- 
uation is to be cleared up, cannot be denied. 

“What I would like, and I believe most, if 
not all, the members of the committee are of 
the same opinion, is to have the railroads 
owned, operated and managed under a sim- 
ple and visible corporate structure, as was 
the case before the advent of holding com- 
panies of the type of the Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, the top holding company of the so- 
called Van Sweringen network.”

Senator Wheeler was asked to outline 
briefly what, in the opinion of himself and 
other members of the committee, the investi- 
gation has shown to be necessary in order 
to bring holding companies under Federal 
control or regulation. 

“The record demonstrates,” Senator Wheel- 
er replied, “that amendment is desirable to 
make it unequivocally clear that the I. C. C. 
has authority to supervise the accounts and 
security transactions of holding companies 
which control railroads indirectly, as well as 
those which control railroads through direct 
stock ownership, irrespective of whether 
such control existed prior to, or was estab- 
lished after, the 1933 amendments to the 
Interstate Commerce Act. 

“There is evidence of a disposition on the 
part of those who control vast holding com- 
panies to transfer properties from one com- 
pany to another within the system, with dis- 
regard for the interests of one of the com- 


panies, and of the investors in it who hap- 
pen not to be investors in the other. The 
extent of these practices requires and will 
receive careful study. 

“The committee also believes that careful 
study is desirable to determine whether such 
remedy as is necessary should take the form 
of supervision and regulation, or whether 
the privilege of utilizing holding-company 
pyramids should be limited or prohibited. 
The complexities of organization and the 
confusion of interests which the holding com- 
pany invites suggests that the difficulty of 
supervision may be so great as to justify 
prohibition of holding companies. 

“However, on one point, all members of 
the committee are in agreement, and I have 
every reason for the prediction that the Sen- 
ate will be behind us when the time to vote 
is reached in the next session of this Con- 
gress. That point is the urgent need by the 
I. C. C. for a new set of teeth if this hold- 
ing company situation is to be controlled. 

“The welfare of the country demands that 
our railroads be maintained as a solvent 
financia] system. We want to increase the 
prosperity of the roads and their ability to 
function effectively. That is our objective. 
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“In addition to holding companies, the 
committee has made studies of the function 
of protective committees in railroad reor- 
ganization and finds that by reason of the 
broadness of Section 77 of the Bankruptcy 
Act, there is serious reason to suppose that 
investors are not extended the proper protec- 
tion in reorganizations. 

“The committee has discovered that it is 
possible within the present accounting class- 
ification permitted by the Interstate Com- 
merce Act t® maintain accounts which mis- 
represent the railroad’s true financial posi- 
tion. 

“This is particularly true of depreciation. 
The committee has learned that the so-called 
depreciation reserve of many railroads is 
fiction, being only a bookkeeping entry. 

“This depreciation device, the committee 
feels, is little more than a deception and a 
robbery of the public when used in this 
fashion, and something must be done to 
make such use impossible in the future. 

“These are some of the things that, in 
the view of the committee, must be cor- 
rected; and the only agency with power to 
correct them is Congress.”

SCHUMANN CONCERTO 
PREMIERE HERE NOV.12 


Yehudi Menuhin, Violinist, Ob- 
tains Release of Com- 
position of 1853. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS GATOS, Cal., Sept. 3.—Rob- 
ert Schumann late in his life, ill and 
depressed, still had a burning de- 
sire to write a concerto. 

He wrote it, in 32 feverish days 


in the autumn of 1853, and hurried 
it off to his friend Joseph Joachim, 
the famous violinist, aiong with a 
note pleading for its presentation 
that season. But Joachim failed to 
play it in public, not only that sea- 
son but thereafter. 

Melancholia born of a brain mal- 
ady closed in on the famous com- 
poser. In February, 1854, Schu- 
mann threw himself into the Rhine. 
Rescued, he was taken to a private 


asylum. He died in 1856, famous in 
the music world for his romantic 
symphonies. His concerto became 
a lost work in the hands of friend 
Joachim, whose failure to play it 
never was explained. 

Joachim died in 1907 and the con- 
certo, along with the violinist’s oth- 
er documentary possessions, went 
into virtual entombment in the Ber- 
lin State Library. Under Joachim’s 
will they were not to be published 
until 1957. 

Premiere 84 Years Late. 

But a young genius of the modern 
musical world, Yehudi Menuhin, 
will play the lost Schumann con- 
certo at its premiere—84 # years 
late—in St. Louis Nov. 12. 

The 20-year-old violin virtuoso 
has announced receipt of the first 
reproduced copy of the concerto 
from Mainz, Germany, along with 
facsimiles from Schumann’s diary 
which Menuhin accepted as proof 
of the concerto’s authenticity. 

Menuhin, now emerging from two 
years of voluntary retirement for 
his transition from adolescence to 
manhood, will play both the Schu- 
mann andthe Brahms concertos 
in a tour which will take him from 
St. Louis to New York, Boston, De- 
troit, London, Paris, Amsterdam, 
Brussels, Zurich, and finally either 
Rome or San Francisco, depending 
upon whether his family remains in 
Europe or returns home, 

The lost work came to Menuhin 
through Wilhelm Strecker, Mainz 
music publisher, who sent a draft 
of it to the young violinist for an 
opinion on its merits. 

Obtains Release of Concerto. 

With his sister, Hepzibah, as ac- 
companist, Menuhin played the con- 
certo over and over and then wrote 
Strecker seeking to obtain its re- 
lease for public presentation. 

Permission had to be obtained 
from 19 Schumann descendants as 
well as heirs of Joachim. The ar- 
rangement was completed recently. 

Speculating on the reasons for 
Joachim’s failure to produce the 
concerto. Menuhin suggested he 
might have considered it beyond his 
depth. . 

After Schumann’s death Joachim 
wrote the composer’s widow that 
the concerto’s last movement was 
“so difficult for the violin but I 
begin to master it in my fingers.” 

Subsequently he described parts 
of it as “against the violin” (Schu- 
mann did his composing primarily 
for the piano) and others as “in- 
effective.”

H. G. WELLS ASSAILS 
~ BRITISH EDUCATION 


Refit Learning to Modern Life, 
He Pleads, Attacking Com- 
bative Patriotism. 


By the Associated Press. 


NOTTINGHAM, England, Sept. 3. 
—H. G. Wells, the author, appealed 
to educators yesterday to refit 
learning to modern life so that 
“new citizens” will understand the 
forces that govern them. 

Speaking as president of the edu- 
cational science section of the Brite 
ish Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, Wells deplored an- 
tiquated methods and emphasis of 
education. 

“We have no time to waste,” he 
said, “if our schools are not to go 
on delivering, year by year, fresh 
hordes of ignorant, unbalanced, un- 
critical minds, at once suspicious 
and credulous, weakly gregarious, 
easily baffled and easily misled, 
into the monstrous responsibilities 
of this present world. Mere can- 
non fodder and stuff for massacres 
and stampedes.” 

Schools Are Behind Times. 

“We are living in a world .. « 
which has seen the Zeppelin, the 
radio, the bombing airplane come 
along absolutely out of nothing 
since 1900,” he continued. “And 
our schools are drooling along very, 
much as they were drooling along 
37 years ago. 

“It is stipulated in most leases 
that we should paint our houses 
outside every three years and in- 
side every seven years, but no= 
body ever thinks of doing up a 
school teacher. 

“There are teachers at work in 
this country who haven’t been 
painted inside for 50 years. They 
must be damp and rotten, two- 
thirds of the teaching profession 
now is in urgent need of being 
either reconditioned or superan- 
nuated. 

“I believe that the crazy, com- 
bative patriotism that plainly 
threatens to destroy civilization to- 
day is very largely begotten by the 
schoolmaster and the schoolmis- 
tress in their history lessons. They, 
take the growing mind at a nat- 
urally barbaric phase and they in- 
flame and fix its barbarism. 

“I think we underrate the for 
mative effect of this perpetual re- 
iteration of how we won, how our 
Empire grew and how relatively 
splendid we have been in every de 
partment of life. 

“We are blinded by habit and 
custom to the way it infects these 
growing minds with the chronic 
and néarly incurable disease of na- 
tional egotism. 

“Equally mischievous is the fur- 
tive anti-patriotism of the leftist 
teacher. 

Send Them Out Unprepared. 

“ . +. We send out our young 
people absolutely unprepared for 
the heated and biased interpreta- 
tions they will encounter. We hush 
it up until they are in the thick of 
it.

“T’ve been broke, of course, for 
three years, but I have a job,” said 
Buster. “I have bills, but I pay on 


’em every month.” 

He was sun-tanned, confident as 
a tax collector and contented as a 
cream-fed kitten. For he is a di- 
rector now. 

His next assignment is a comedy 
skort for Pete Smith, the man with 
the razzberry voice—no super spe- 
cial, but it will be an outlet for the 
Keaton sense of humor. Buster kept 
that unimpaired even in the days, 
not so long ago, that pocketbook, 
matrimonial and physical ailments 
had him flat on his back. 

“We're going to kid musical mov- 
ies,” he explained. “When the hero 
twangs a banjo you will hear a 40- 
piece orchestra start playing. A 
bunch of pretty girls dance on the 
desert, with no one else in sight, 
and lo!

THREE TIED FOR 
NATIONAL SKEET 
TOURNEY LEAD 


By the Associated Press. 


DETROIT, Sept. 3.—Shotguns 
boomed steadily today as a record 
field of 248 entrants fired away at 
the second 100 targets of the all- 
gauge event, final contest of the 
third national skeet championships 
at the Blue Rock Gun Club. 

Reflecting the increased profi- 
ciency of its followers at the com- 
perfect scores of 100 shot in the 
opening 100 targets of the 250 tar- 
get event yesterday. 

The marksman who shared the 
top niche as today’s firing started 
were Frank R. Kelly of West 
Orange, N. J.; Odis Walding of Los 
Angeles and Don Searls of South 
Lyon, Mich. 

Kelly ranks as America’s crack 
shot of skeet and was named cap- 
tain of the 1936 All-America. He 
had never held a _ national title 
until Wednesday when he took the 
20-gauge championship. He trimmed 
C. L. Schweinler, a fellow towns- 
man of West Orange, N. J., and 
Jackie Horton, 13-year-old Edge- 
wood (R. L) star, in a shootoff by 
cracking 25 straight after each had 
smashed 99 out of 100. 

Searls a Dark Horse. 
Walding rates as one of the Pa- 
cific coast’s ace shooters. Searls 
is a “dark horse,” having taken up 
skeet only a year ago and never 
having won recognition in a tour- 
nament before. F 

Missing two targets in a row 
after having cracked 79 straight, 
15-year-old Richard Shaughnessy of 
Dedham, Mass., finished with a 98 
and appeared destined to join the 
ranks of ex-champions. In _ the 
three years that national skeet 
meets have been held, no gunner 
has ever retained his title. 

A glance at the records indicates 
the improvement in skeet shooting. 
In the first national meet in 1935, 
L. S. Poatt of Indianapolis, now a 
professional, won the _ all-gauge 
event with 244 out of 250 targets. 

Shortly before the 1936 meet was 
held at St. Louis, the angle at which 
skeet targets are thrown was or- 
dered altered by the National As- 
sociation to make scoring more @if- 
ficult. Despite the change, Shaugh- 
nessy broke Pratt’s record by four 
targets. | 

In this year’s tournament new 
marks have already been set in the 
junior and sub small gauge events 
and records have been tied in the 
women’s and 20-gauge competitions. 

Los Angeles Team Leads. 

Walding’s 100 straight and Wil- 
feng’s 99 helped the Gilmore Red 
Lions of Los Angeles to take the 
lead in the team event with 491 
out of 500. Major Slater shot a 98 
and Robert Bloomfield and R. C. 
Scott 97 to help the coast team gain 
the top. 

Two targets back was another 
Los Angeles outfit, the Kerry 
Sportsmen. Williams led this team 
with his 99 while Bobby Stack and 
Alexander Kerr had 98 and Grant 
Ilseng and W. C. Davis scored 97. 

The Detroit Wolverines and West 
Orange (N. J.) Roselands were tied 
at 486. Hi-Guns of Detroit were 
next with 484. Tulsa’s No. 2 had 
482 while Tulsa’s No. 1 had 480. 

The Missouri State team, com- 

posed of St. Louis and Springfield 
gunners, was next with 477. The 
Missouri team and the Red Kerr 
team equaled a tournament record 
when they scored perfect 125 counts 
on a round. The record was set 
in 1936 by the Angeles Mesa team 
of Los Angeles.

Strangely 
enough, it was through no fault 
of either player that this board 
resulted in a zero score for them. 
Playing on defense, East was con- 
fronted with a situation that is the 
bane of every expert’s bridge life. 
I was sitting directly behind East 
and my suffering, though vicarious, 
probably matched his. Frankly, I 
do not know what I would have 
done in his spot.

East’s double of three no trump 
was largely on suspicion; the bid- 
ding sounded as though North and 
South were pressing. Incidentally, 
it should be noted that three no 
trump would have been defeated by 
good defense. East and West could 
have cleared their spade suit before 
declarer could build a heart or a 
club trick. Five diamonds also 
could have been licked, but, oh, 
what a guess East had to make! 

The opening lead was the spade 
ten, dummy winning with the ace. 
Then declarer, after a moment’s 
thought, led the five of hearts from 
dummy.

ITH all the cards exposed, 

there is no problem, of course. 

East simply ducks and declar- 
er must ruff, later having to con- 
cede two club tricks and one spade. 
But, dear reader, put yourself in 
East’s position. From his point of 
view declarer might well be leading 
toward a blank jack. In that case 
it would probably be fatal to hold 
up the ace. Suppose declarer’s 
hand had been: 
476493 @AQI10965 GK 5. 

In that case, East could win the 
heart ace and cash a spade and a 
club trick. Failure to put up the 
ace would result in its loss and 
hold the defenders to two tricks. 

As mentioned above, this is a 
situation that has had a great dea! 
to do with the fact that all experts 
are a little mad. 

When East finally put up the ace 
and saw it ruffed, he was mad in 
both a purist and a colloquial sense. 
After ruffing, declarer drew trumps, 
discarded two clubs on the king 
and queen of hearts, and finally 
conceded two tricks. 

It should be noted that declarer’s 
play on this hand was eminently 
correct. After the spade ace is 
knocked out, dummy has only one 
quick entry—the diamond king. To 
lead the heart king through in the 
hope that the ace can be ruffed 
away, or finessed, is futile; one 
discard will avail declarer exactly 


nothing. He urgently requires two.

Cut two slices or one large piece 
of round steak one-third inch thick 
and pound weil with flour. Cover 
with drained sauerkraut and on top 
place pieces of uncooked bacon cut 
in pieces. Roll and tie. Dredge 
lightly with flour, salt and pepper 
and brown in a heavy iron skillet 
or Dutch oven. Add one cut up 
onion, one-fourth cup of ba- 
con drippings, one-half cup. of 
tomato pulp, one tablespoon of 
worcestershire sauce and grad- 
ually, during the slow cooking, 
add two cups of boiling water.

Sift the flour and salt and rub 
in the butter. Add the milk in 
which the yeast was dissolved and 
the well beafen eggs. Work until 
smooth. Place on a double cheese 
cloth and tie, leaving room to rise 
and place in a pan with cold water 
to cover. When the bag rises to 
the top the dough has risen enough. 
Toss onto a well sugared board and 
pat and fold over several times to 
work in the sugar. Roll out and 
pat in two cups of blueberries or 
any kind of berries. Shape like a 
Jelly roll and bake in a hot oven. 
Cut and serve with a thin custard 
sauce. 

CUSTARD SAUCE. 


One pint of milk, two egg yolks, 
one tablespoon flour, one-third cup 
of sugar and one tablespoon of va- 
nilla. 

Beat the egg yolks and add to the 
scalded milk in the top of the dou- 
ble boiler. Add the sugar which has 
been mixed with the flour and a 
pinch of salt. Cook until mixture 
coats the spoon. Remove from fire, 
add vanilla and beat until smooth.
